Cons’ruction will begin in the near future on 
an 11-story, 130 unit building to house low-in- 
corru elderly persons in E ast Liverpool. 
The building, cost of which has been estim at­ 
ed at $2,135,435, wi'l go up as the result of that 
com m unity’s successful acquisition of a fed­ 
eral loan through the office of Housing and Ur­ 
ban D evelopm ent 'HUD) 
Eight month* ago, it appeared that Salem 
was well on its way to obtaining a sim ilar fa­ 
cility of its own. The HUD o:fire in Chicago 
at ;roved on Nov. 8 a cooperative agreem ent 
be'w een the City of Salem and the Columbiana 
County M etropo’itan Housing 
Authority, 
and 
thus a m ajor step in the obtaining of federal 
funds was taken.

New Weapon Against Starvation 


An A m erican philanthrophy again has been 


instrum ental in bringing about a scientific ac­ 
com plishm ent which should prove beneficial to 
mankind 


The Rockefeller Foundation approved a grant 
of approxim ately $60,000 which w as half the 
cost of research necessary to build a m achine 
which is capable of fulfilling the protein needs 
of 60,000 protein-starved people per year. 


N orm an W. P iric, a B ritish biochem ist, devel­ 
oped the m achine which extracts protein from 
green leaves such as clover, wheat or m ustard. 
The m achine swallows, for exam ple, pea plants 
which have been stripped of their peas, the 
peas having gone to a frozen food processing 
plant. 


After digesting the leaves, the m achine yields 
a bright green curd which looks like cream ed 
spinach but tastes stronger. This is the protein 
which can be flav o red to suit 
different lastes. 


Out o f another part of the m achine com es a 
by -pro duct, waste fiber which M r. Pirie sa y s is 


"b etter than hay for feeding cattle ” 


As the search goes on. in the oceans and else­ 


where, for ways to develop cheap and nutritious 


foods for the hungry of the world 
the B ritish 


protein m achine m ay offer a partial answ er. 


It is estim ated that $19 ,1W would cover the 


cost of setting up a m achine in a protein fam ine 


a rea w here it could use locally grown leaf crops 
and thus avoid the costs of transport and distri­ 
bution. 


As tim e goes on, possibly this cost could be 
substantially reduced 
But even if it can't, the 
B riiish m achine seem s to have a g reat deal of 
m erit 
and 
usefulness 
in 
m ankind’s 
battle 
against starvation.

But such directiv es nev er ca m e, tho ug h the 
sm ug g ling was as o pen a secret here as the lo ­ 
catio n o f the lo cal bro thel. 


HOWEVER, U Thant, who m I heard applaud 
o ne o f N a sser’s anti-J ewish speeches in Cairo 
no t to o lo ng ag o , apparently co uld no t care less 
— tho ug h hundreds o f millio ns o f do llars hav e 
been spent here by the UN fo r reg ular fo o d re­ 
lief and "rehabilitatio n.” 


Once the black market carg o was stashed 
do wn, it was either sailed to Eg y pt, which is a 
slo w 48 ho urs away — o r put o n trucks fo r the 
sho rt run. 


It all sto pped when the Israeli Army cut the 
lines between the Gaza Strip and Eg y pt Here, 
in o ne o f tho se o ld 
British po lice statio ns, 
kno wn as "Tag g ert Fo rts,” which do t the o ld 
Mandate Territo ry and are impreg nable to any ­ 
thing but artillery , an Israeli Army co lo nel 
ticked o ff the ev idence o f this m a ssiv e sm ug ­ 
g ling o peratio n. 


The co lo nel is no t g iv en to fantasies. He is a 
pro fessio nal so ldier. His life is o ne o f army 


hardware and hard facts.

patent. 


Fo r y ea rs President Nasser has prev ented the 


Gaza Strip Arabs fro m dispersing acro ss their 


wo rld — into J o rdan, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and 
o ther o il-filled lands where jo bs hav e been 
av ailable. 


Thus he kept aliv e the sensitiv e refug ee issue 
as a club ag ainst Israel. 


No t o nly did he keep hundreds o f tho usands 
o f Arabs landlo cked, he kept them starv ing . 
Were it no t fo r the United Natio ns fo o d allo t­ 
m ents, tens o f tho usands wo uld hav e died.

g reater pressure for a m akeshift peace. 
The presidential candidates in the current

All fav o r the parleys and various hypo­ 
thetical pro v isio ns 
cf a possible agreem ent h a \e 


been mentio ned. 
But the real pro blem has not been faced It is 
that the United States and its allies cannot af­ 
fo rd to put their faith in paper prom ises. The 
No rth Vietnamese are not willing to accept an 
American 
pledg e 
to withdraw 
its 
m ilitaty 
fo rces under certain conditions — the withdraw 


al is demanded first 
Oddly eno ug h, while many 
public figures, <n 
eluding so m e m ilitary men, have argued that 
v icto ry o n th2 
battlefield is im practicable for 
So uth Vietnam and its allies, the North Viet­ 
na m ese think that, after the big-unif efforts are 
sto pped, 
g uerrilla w arfare 
can 
achieve 
its 


o bjectiv es. 
Meanwhile, there are indication- that officials 
o f the Saig o n g o v ernment 
are a bit apprehen­ 
siv e that the United States m ay m ake the kind 
o f co ncessio ns that can 
lead to the overrunning 
o f So uth Vietnam by the Communists. 


This uneasiness, of course, results from the 
pro test mo v ement inside 
the United States, in 
eluding the speeches by various political per­ 
so na lities who are co ntending 
that the V ietnam 
War is "no ne o f America's 
business. ’ 


So until the No v ember electio n 
takes place, a 
definitiv e fo rmula to bring 
peace appears

mo re and mo re impro bable. 
There will be carefully phra-ed statem ents

the platfo rm? ado pted by both party conven­ 
tio ns urg ing an "ho no rable 
peace ” Such decla 
ratio ns, ho wex er, are 
likely to be am biguous 
and will no t g iv e a clear-cut outline of what 
American po licy will be after the inauguration 
o f a new president in J anuary . 


It m ay be expected that the president-elect 
will appo int a co mmissio n 
to re-exam ine the en­ 
tire Vietnam pro blem and will ask for bipart 
san co nsultatio ns before coming out with defi­ 
nite pro po sals for peace. 
This co uld be accom panied by coincident ef 
fo rts thro ug h 
G reat Britain and other countrie- 
in the ho pe that the Soviet Union can be per 
suaded to use its influence to bring about a 
cease-fira. 


It is tragic that the principal pow ers of tlirt 
wo rld are div ided, and that there is no sign nf 
an ag reement similar to that which was m ade 
in 1954 in Genev a. Yet the Moscow governm ent 
really has the key to peace The nature of U 
a lliance with the North V ietnam ese has never 
been fully ex po sed, 


THERE IS nevertheless talk cf a "detente 
between the United States and the Soviet Union 
Majo r ag reements on such subjects as nuclear 
weapo ns are suppo sedly 
being considered seri 
o uslv at present in the Kremlin 


A dang ero us situation in Southeast Asia, how­ 
ev er, is allowed to continue with the openly 
ac­ 
kno wledg ed help and suppo rt of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment. 


Once the A m erican elections are over, the 
new president of the United States will fir-t 
hav e to clear up the vagaries in Soviet Ameri 
can relatio ns and m ake a definite effort to test 
whether “ mutual trust” has becom e a realistic 
fact in the nuclear age.
